BRYAN EXPLAINS 
HIS ODD 


and Davis, and Then Makes 
Attack on Policies 


of His Party. 
SEES TRUSTS IN POWER, 


Declares His Purpose to Begin 
Work of Radical Reorgani- 
zation for 1908 After 

_ Fall Elections. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 12.—W. J. Bryan today 
gave out the following statement: 

“I shall vote for Parker and Davis, the 
nominees of the democratic national con- 
vention, and shall do so for the following 
reasons: 

“ First — Because the democratic ticket 
stands for opposition to imperialism, while 
the republican ticket stands for an im- 
perialistic policy. On this question, which 
was the paramount issue in 1900, and which 
must remain an important issue so long as an 
attempt is made to hold colonjes under the 
American flag, on this issue the convention 
was unanimous, the platform emphatic, and 
I have no doubt that the candidate will carry 
out the platform. 


. Race Issue Forced In. 

* Second—Mr. Roosevelt is injecting the 
race issue into American politics, and this 
issue, if it becomes national, will make it im- 

possible to consider economic questions that 

“demand solution. The election of the demo- 
cratic ticket will put a quietus upon this at- 
tempt and permit the race question to work 
itself out without the bitterness which Mr. 
Roosevelt's conduct has engendered. 

* Third—Mr. Roosevelt stands for the spirit 
of war. His friends present him as a man of 
blood and iron. He believes in strenuousness 
and inculeates a love for warlike things. The 
democratic ticket stands for, peace, for rea- 
son, and for arbitration rather than for force, 
conquest, and bluster. 

“Fourth—The democratic platform de- 
clares in favor of the reduction of the stand- 
ing army, and as this plank was unanimously 
adopted there is reason to believe that a dem- 
ocratic success on this subject would bring 
some advantage to the people. 


Victory Will Mean Little. 

“For these four reasons I feel justified In 
supporting the ticket, but I shall not misrep- 
resent the situation or appeal for votes for 
the ticket upon false grounds. A democratic 
victory will mean little, if any, progress on 
economic questions so long as the party Is 
under the contro! of the Wall street element. 
On the money question Mr. Parker is as 
thoroughly committed to the side of the 
financiers as Mr. Roosevelt. If he does not 
g0 as far as the republicans would in retiring 
silver in estab! 


banks, and in the substitution of an asset cur- 
rency for the present currency, it will be 
because he is restrained by the democrats in 
the house and senate. Nothit& good can be 
expected of him @n the money question. 


Anti-Trust Plank Nullified. 

“On the trust question the democratic 
platform is much better than the repub- 
ican platform, hut the nomination of Judge 
Parker virtually nullifies the anti-trust 
plank. Unless in his letter of acceptance he 
commits himself to attempt anti-trust legis- 
lation we need not expect him to pursue a dif- 
ferent course from that pursued by President 
Roosevelt. 

“So far as the labor questions are con- 
cerned, we must await Judge Parker's let- 
ter before we shall know whether the labor- 
ing man has anything to expect from his 
election. The labor plank as prepared by 
Judge Parker's friends on the subcommittee 
was a straddling. meaningless plank. Inthe 
full committee planks were adopted in favor 
of arbitration, the eight’ hour day, and 
against government by injunction: also a 
plank on the Colorado situation. If Judge 
Parker is silent or ambiguous on these sub- 

Sects, it will mean that the financial influ- 
ence back of him will r.ot permit him to take 
the labor side on these disputed questions. 

“On the tariff question some little prog- 
ress may be hoped for, but the Parker mena 
on the committee were necessarily in favor 
of a conservative tariff plank, and it remains 
to be seen whether Judge Parker will carry 
cut the positive and definite plank which 
was submitted by the full committee. This 
is the situation, | 

Wall Street Party in Ascendant. 

“ Judge Parker stands for enough things 
that are good to justify me in giving him my 
vote, but as I have tried to point out for sev- 
eral months, the triumph of the Wall street 
element of the party denies to the country 
any hope of relief on economic questions. I 
have nothing to take back. I have nothing to 
withdraw of the things that I have said 
against the methods pursued to advance his 
candidacy. It was a plain and deliberate at- 
tempt to deceive the party. The New York 
platform was vague and meaningless, and 
purposely so, because the advocates of J udge 
Parker were trying to sécure votes from 
among the people who would have opposed

that he sent to the St. Louis convention he 
would have had few instructed delegates 
from the south, and no possible chance for 
the nomination.

“ After the party had rejoiced over the har- 
mony secured by the omission of the ques-- 
tion, and after ye secured the nomina- 
tion, he injected views upon tue subject 
at a time when he could not be taken from 
the ticket without great demoralization, — 


Methods Crooked and Indefensible. 

“The nomination was secured, therefore, 
by crooked ahd indefensible methods, but 
the democrat who loves his country has to 
make his decisions upon conditions as he 
finds them, not upon conditions as he would 
like to have them. 

“ after having stated that I shall support 
the ticket, and after having giyen my reasons 
for so doing, I think it due to the democrats 
of the nation to gay that while the fight on 
economic questions is postponed, it is not 
abandoned.

Council Commissioners Begin 
Tusk of Rearranging Ordinance. 


CLASH COMES AT THE OUTSET 


Ald. Ehemanp Threatens to Withdraw 
Till an Explanation Is Made. 


The special council theater commission 
started yesterday to rearrange the entire 
theater ordinance of Chicago. It will take 
from city hall executives a discretion which, 
the late. Ald. Mavor declared, the original 
committee had not the courage to assume. 

The present law is described as a confused 
mass of regulations, applying here to ex- 
isting theaters and there to theaters some 
day to be constructed. Which regulations 
apply to either class is the question which 
the committee by a vote of seven to two has 
set itself boldly to settle. 


Halt at Stairway Problem. 

‘The work progressed yesterday until the 
aldermen and experts arrived at ¢he first de- 
mand of the theaters—for the omission of the 
word “level” in the following paragraph of 
the thirty-third section: ; 

The main floor and also each.and every balcony 
and gallery shall have entrance stairways from 
the street level, separate and distinct-from every 
other entrance stairway. 

It was pointed out by Architect Beaumont 
that to have the streams of people from gal- 


the same floor, within the building, is dan- 
gerous. 

This condition, Mr. Beaumont contended, 
was one which was present in the Iroquois 
theater at the time of the fire. As to whether 
the new provision should require that pa- 
trons from all galleries and balconies must be 
discharged by separate exits upon the street, 
there was a difference of opinion, and no 
decision was attempted. On motion of Ald. 
‘Ehfaann, Chairman Jones named a subcom- 
mittee to take up the point and make, with 
‘Assistant Corporation Counsel Sexton, a re- 
draft of the paragraph. inf 

Trouble Starts at Outset. 

Almost at the outset of the session there 
was a sharp difference of opinion, when Ald. 
Hidmann suggested dividing the ordinance 
into parts governing respectively existing 
theaters and those hereafter to be construct- 
ed. Those of the commission voting for the 
Eidmann motion were Chairman Jones, Ald. 
Werno, Eldmann, and Dougherty, Experts 
Mac Hang and Beaumont. 

Butlding Commissioner Williams sided with 
Ald. Ehemann, voting no. 

“I will not stand for any such monkey- 
shines," Mr. Ehemann said. “ The ordinance 
now is as plain as can be. I will not sit 
with a committee trying to complicate mat- 
ters. I'd resign first.” 

Sexton Restores Harmony. 

Mr. Sexton hastened to restore harmony. 
He said: 

“ By separating the two kinds of theaters, 
present and to be, the legislative body will 
remove from the ordinance a discretion of 
the ministerial officers of the government. 
Ald. Mavor before he died told me the ord!- 
rance was unfair to the building commis- 
sioner because the council had not had the 
courage to say what parts apply to existing 
and what to future theaters, leaving that 
task to the commissioner.”

Wreck of Steamer Nemesis Off Coast of 
New South Wales—First Officer and 
Engineer Had Once Escaped Death.

Seeing the 
report, Mrs. Morgan took the first boat for 
London. Upon arriving she engaged the 
two best physicians in the city, employed a 
competent staff of nurses, and did her best 
to make Gardner happy in his trouble. 

Meantime Gardner's father died. Hearing 
the news, he asked that his mother might 
come to London. Mrs. Morgan at once made 
arrangements, and since that time Mrs. 
Gardner has been with her son.

A crowd of strikers and sympathizers esti- 
mated at 20,000, filling the streets in the 
néighborhood of the packing house district, 
intercepted two wagon loads of mattresses 
destined for Swift & Co.'s plant. One wagon 
escaped, but the other was caught and over 
turned. 

At an early hour this morning the po 
had partly restored order. Three arr 
were made. 

Strike Started on Time. 

The strike of the union workers began 
in Chicago and all other meat packing cene 
ters of the country at noon, according ta 
the plan mapped out by President Michael 
Donnelly of the labor organization. In every 
city and hamlet east of the Pacific coast 
the struggle had its echo.

_ No progress was made toward a settlement 
of the controversy. On each side the state- 


ment was made that the first overtures must - 


come from the other. President Donnelly 
repeated that he was ready to entertain any 
offer from the packers and that he desired 
a speedy termination of the struggle. No 
offer was made him. The packers maintained 
that they were entitled a a reply from their 
last communication in which they offered 
to submit all differences to arbitration. 

There will be no sympathetic strike by 
the teamsters. Whatever happens to thé 
butchers, the drivers will continue to delives 
meat. 


Problem of a Meat Supply. 

One of the first effects of the initiation of 
the contest was a panic in the meat trade of 
the country. Dealers in Chicago and in 
cities east and west, fearing a famine in the 
food product, hastened to place large orders 
for immediate delivery. Orders now on 
hand, the packers say, will be filled promptly, 

While a shortage in some meat products 
may appear soon, the men in control of the 
industry declare there can be nothing like 
a famine for a week or ten days. Thestocks 
in the cooling rooms and storage houses of 
Chicago and other cities, under the normal 
rate of consumption, will last for that time 
they say. 3 

When this supply of fresh meats shall have 
been exhausted the packing concerns will 
still be able to provide cured and canned. 
products sufficient to feed all comers for an- 
other thirty days. The scarcity is expect 
ed to be first felt by the smaller dealers in’ 
the large cities and in the smaller centers of 
population. 
have stocks on hand sufficient to carry them 
for several weeks. 


Ample Police Guard Assured, 

Special provision was made by Chief of 
Police O'Neill to protect lives and property 
in the stockyards district. At noon when the. 
walkout began in Chicago 100 policemen weré 
detailed at the yards. This number was 
doubled at night. Reserves will be kept ip 
available stations in the southwest portion 
of the city, ready to respond to calls at any 
moment. 

That there may be no want of sufficient 
policemen for the emergency, Chief ObNelli 
ordered that no vacations be givem to any, 
member of the force until the trouble is 
settled. Men in Inspectors Lavin and 
Hunt’s divisions assigned to night duty were 
ordered held in reserve in the daytime, : 


Entire Industry Is Crippled. : 

In er cities the union employés at thé 
stocky went out on strike promptly af 
the noon hour, carrying out the order from 
Chicago for simultaneous action.

Donnelly re- 
plied to the secretary shortly, declaring that 
the only persons whom he would meet on the 
matter in the western city were the owners 
of the property. . 

. Af the close of the day Donmelly left the 
office, saying he was more than satisfied with 
the developments. He went to his home to 
get. some rest after the strenuous hours. 

As soon.as the strike became a fact in the 
yards visitors were not permitted to go 
through the packing plants. At each estab- 
lishment the guides intrusted with the task 
‘of showing sightseers through were given in- 
structions to turn away the curious. No one 
was allowed in the elevators leading to the 
visitors’ galleries. 


‘Packers’ Plans Not Disclosed. 

What plan of action is to be taken was 
not announced by any of the packers. The 
agreed that if no settlement is made wi 
the union men in a reasonable time they 
would attempt to operate with nonunion 
crews: None would say when this move 
would be tried, and it was susgested only as 
a last resort. t, 

“We have sent no communication to the 
union leaders and have received none,’”’ A, F. 
Evans of Swift & Co. said. ‘I cannot say 
what we will do at present. We feel that 
Donnelly should reply to the letter in which 
we offered arbitration, and we are still wait- 
ing for him to do so. 

“That was a fair proposition certainly, 
and there should be no objection to it by 
the union men. Bdsiness conditions do not 
admit of the rate of wages demanded. Itis 
-also impossible for the concerns to make a 
uniform wage scale. In Fort Worth unskilled 
men can be hired for much less than is paid 
in Chicago. Laborers do not ask as much as 
here. 

**I have by no means given up hope that a 
peaceful settlement can be made of this 

ke. I have found Donnelly a fair man, 
and still believe he Will come to meet usona 
fair basis.”’ 
Says Donnelly Should Reply. 
J. P. Lyman, president of the National 


, Packing company, complained that the letter 
from Donnelly, setting yesterday as the date 


| of the strike, was not forwarded to the em- 


ployers until Monday noon. He said it was 
answered at once, and that therefore the 
packers were entitled to a reply from the 
union president. 

“ We will operate our plants,’’ Mr. Lymap 
said. ‘If the strikers do not come back we 
will have to hire others. At present we have 
made no definite arrangements.”’ 

Similar reports were received from Nelson 
Morris & Co. and the Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger company. Although cots have been 
taken into some of the plants, not enough 
have been secured to amount to much as an 
assistance to running the whole establish- 
ments, and none of the owners or managers 
of the houses professed to have decided on 
the details of the plans to be followed. 

Today there will be practically no men or 
women working in the packing plants prop- 
er. The sausagemakers, butterine workers, 
and others employed in departments han- 
dling perishable products remained at their 
tasks yesterday until they had finished up. 
In some cases President Donnelly ordered 
men back to the establishments where they 
had quit without cleaning up their work. 


_ Supply of Meat on Hand. | 
An immediate meat famine, as stated in 


| the foregoing narrative, is not feared by 


the owners of the packing houses. Mr. 
Evans of Swift & Co. estimated that the sup- 
ply on hand would last a week. Representa- 
tives of Armour & Co. thought it sufficient to 
hold out for ten days. 

The first shortage will come in choice cuts 
of steaks and other high grade parts. This 
class of fresh meat will be affected, it is be- 
lieved, in a few days at the smaller markets. 
Representatives of Libby, McNeill & Libby 
declared that the best steaks might disap- 
pear from the shops. soon. The next grade 
to be affected will be the next inferior, and so

York, Philadelphia, Boston, Washington, 
and the large eastern cities. 

By noon it was said that fn the half day a 
larger volume of business had been trans- 
acted and more sales made than in any two 
days of the history of the yards. The de- 
mands from out of town were from agencies 
and branch establishments where such large 
stocks as are carried in Chicago are un- 
known. 


War Contracts Are Involved. 


Some of the concerns also have war con- 
tracts for supplying meats for foreign 
armies. Telegrams came in from all parts of 
the world inquiring whether orders would be 
filled. In reply the Chicago men wired that 
they would keep their contracts. 

It became evident that the places where 
the first signs of a real shortage would ap- 
pear were in the smaller cities. Facilities are 
wanting there for storing any quantities of 
supplies and the dealers and agents of ‘the 
Chicago houses depend chiefly on daily ship- 
ments. In these lesser cities fresh meat will 
be scarce, if the strike continues, until the 
local slaughter houses can bé rehabilitated. 

. The one portion of the United States where 
the struggle will have little effect is the 
Pacific coast country. Native sources of 


fresh meat. In the far west the strike will 
be little felt until the stoeks of cured meats 
run low, as the centers in the central states 
still furnish ‘these grades of foods. 
“Dealers who have never before pat- 


| ronizec us have thronged our office,’’ one of 


the managers of the local department of 
Libby, McNeill & Libby said. “ Chicago 
market men seem to be short on meats and to 
be in great fear they will be unable to secure 


the business that we did this morning. 

“The small dealers probably will soon 
advance the prices on the better grades of 
meat products, although we have not in 
some weeks made any increase in our figures.

WARN DROVERS NOT TO SHIP. 
Stockyards Men Send Telegrams After 
Day of Inactivity and Price 

Slashing. 


Shippers were warned by telegraph \last 
night to cut their contributions of stock to 


possible proportions. All departments of the. 
market were paralyzed yesterday asa result 
of the strike. Only 3,000 cattle—an unusuval- 
ly light run—were received during the day, 
but even that consignment was more than 
could be handled. There were 16,000 hogs 
and 10,000 sheep.

GRIEVANCES OF UNIONS, | | STRIKE OTHER CITIES, | | EMPLOYERS’ STATEMENT. | 


To protect the workers in the packing con- 
cerns of the country we must have an agree- 
ment with our employers. In no other way 
can these workers, the members of our or- 
ganization, be insured fair wages under fair 
conditions. This agreement must stipulate 
the rate of Wages to be rece?ved by the vari- 
ous classes of tolilers. 

The packers say business conditions are 
such that fresent wages cannot main- 
tained, but that reductions are imperative. 
If the workers ever had received the compen- 
sation they should the employers might talk 
of decreases. But our men never have 
reached the wage level where they should be. 
Hence it is no time to talk of reductions. 

We are asking for the same pay and con- 
ditions of work in all the packing centers. 
This is only just. Men doing the same class 
of work should get the same pay for it, no 
matter where it is performed. In proof of 
our contention that wages are not too high 
we assert that men are paid much more in 
some places’than in others. We claim that 
if. the higher scale is given in one place, 
without loss to the employers, it can also be 
given in other places. 

The packers say most of our members are 
unskilled workers, are laborers, and they say 
that, as no training is required by these men, 
-they are not in the class entitled to partici- 
pate in a trade agreement. In reply we say 
that if the workers at the bottom of the lad- 
der are not protected by this contract none 
will be. Laborers’ wages already have been 
reduced since the expiration of the old agree- 
ment. The skilled men will be the next to 
suffer reductions. The next move will be to 
force those higher up on the ladder down one 
rung. 

We believe fewer hours of work.can be es- 
tablished by the packers, under certain limi- 
tations, without loss of profit. We believe 
18% cents an hour is as littleas a man should 
be asked to work for in any packing house 
in the United States. We believe our or- 
ganization should be recognized. 


KANSAS CITY—All the packing plants are shut 
down and business is suspended. The walkout 
of the 8,000 men affiliated with the union 


threw the 4,800 other employes in the various® 


departments out of work. Many employes 
living in the district recently flooded by Kaw 
river objected to going out and may return to 
places. Packers have not planned to replace 
strikers.

OMAHA—Packers planning to educate farm- 
hands to fill vacancies of 4,000 stockyards em- 
ployes who wernt on strike.

ST. JOSEPH—The 5,000 butcher workmen who 
quit work were employed at the plants of 
Swift & Co., Nelson Morris & Co., and the 
Hammond Packing company.

No further communication was received 
until 2 o'clock Monday afternoon, when the 
letter that has appeared in the press was re- 
ceived, stating thata strike was ordered for 
12 o'clock Tuesday. 

A meeting of the packers was promptly 
called and an answer sent to Mr. Donnelly 
at 6 o'clock in the evening, stating that the 
packers could not accede to the demands for 
an advance, but were willing to submit the 
question to arbitration. A-.reply was re- 
celved from Mr. Donnelly and his associates 
at 11 o’clock in the evening, stating that this 
offer was rejected. 

There was no dgla y in replying to the ulti- 
matum of the union, and the packers feel that 
the onus of the strike is dn the union and its 
management. While we regret the condi- 
tions, on account of the temporary incon- 
venience to the public, we feel that it will be 
only temporary, for undoubtedly the men 
will soon see their demand is unreasonable, 
and will want to go back to work. 

In fact, we do not think any one of the 
plants will be sto in all departments, al- 
though the strike was, called so suddenly it 
may cripple them for a few days. All the 
firms are receiving applications from hun- 
dreds of unemployed: men all over the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Donnelly, complained yesterday through 
the press of the short hours the men are 
working.

friend of the families of Crescio and Cuneo. 

**I have known Cuneo and Crescio for near- 
ly forty years,’’ said John-Garibaldi of the 
firm of Garibaldi & Cuneo. “ Cuneo would 
never cause any family trouble. I think 
Crescio was insane.” 

Crescio was taken before Justice Caverly 
and his case continued for a week in bonds of 
$50,000. This was at the request of the 
police, who wish to await the result of 
Cuneo’s injuries.

GOLDEN RULE JONES DIBS. 


MAYOR SUCCUMBS AFTER ILLNESS 
OF TWO WEEKES. 


Executive of Toledo One of the Most 
Unique Figures in American Poli- 
tices, Winning Batties Without 
Party Organization and in Face of 
Hostile Press—Nominated as Non-~- 
partisan Candidate for Governor of 
Ohio and Polled More than 100,000, 


Toledo. O., July 12.—Samuel M. Jones, the 
golden rule mayor, died at his home this 
evening at 5:07 o'clock as the result of a 
complication of diseases. The immediate 
cause of his death was an abscess on his 
lungs. The mayor had suffered for years 
from asthma, and this was the primary 
cause of his fatal illness, which began two 
weeks ago. 

The death of Mayor Jones has caused the 
greatest sorrow all over the city. Although 
many did not believe in his ideas on sociolo- 
gical problems, everybodydoved and respect- 
ed him. His one great stronghold with the 
people of Toledo was his honesty. He will 
be succeeded as.mayor by Robert Finch, 
president of the city council. 


Unique Career in Politics. 
His creed, the golden rule, and his every- 
day life an embodiment of the theory an¢é 


practice of the democracy of the heart, 


Samuel M. Jones, who won his political bat- 
tles without a party, without an organization, 
and in the face of a hostile press, occupied a 
unique position in American politics. Four 
times mayor of Toledo, beloved yet despised, 
hie dogma appealed to the firesides of the 
humble homes of the city, and the masses, 


their votes. | 

When Jones anncunced his candidacy for 
the fourth time not a newspaper in the city 
would print his proclamation as a matter 
of news, and only one, a democratic daily, 
would accept it as advertising matter, and 
the others refused to print it, even though 
paid at double rates, unless it should be 
scheduled as advertising. Even then some 
of the papers refused. 


Was Native of Wales. 


It was often said that Mr. Jones had pres!- 
dential ambitions, but he was not American 
born. He was a native of Wales, where he 
first saw the light of day 58 years ago. He 
came to the United States with his parents 
when 3 years of age. They stopped at Col- 
linsville, N. Y. 

The republican mayoralty fight in 1897 be- 
came a warm one, and at the convention a 


. deadlock ensued, in which three of the lead- 


ers of: the party were up for nomination. It 
was evident that none of them could succeed, 
and Mayor Jones’ name was sprung. He was 
nominated on the first ballot and elected. He 
continued his ideas of socialism, and soon his 
services as a speaker became in constant de- 
mand. The fact that about this time he put 
up the golden rule in every part of his factory 
gave him the title that has made him famous. 


Left Republican Party. 


Mayor Jones soon began to drift away from 
the republican party, on whose ticket he was 
elected, and the republican leaders before 
his term was half over determined that he 
should not receive a second nomination. This 
did not disturb the mayor, but he continued 
his preaching, establishing a park near his 
factory, which he called “Golden Rule 
park,”” and where, every Sunday, he ex- 
pounded sccialistic doctrines. 

Six months before the republi primaries 
of 1899 he read himself out of the republican 
party, but his name was presented for a nom- 
ination, and after a bitter struggle he was 
defeated and then decided to run for mayor 
of Toledo on an independent ticket. He made 
the race and received more votes than the 
combined opposition. In 1899 Mr. Jones was 
nominated for governor by petition as a non- 
partisan and polled over 100,000 votes, carry- 
ing the cities of Toledo and Clevéland by 
large pluralities. 


OBITUARY. 


THOMAS WHITE, at one time a member 
of the general assembly of Illinois and an 
alderman in the Springfield city council for 
more than twenty years, is dead at the state 
capital. A few hours after Mr. White’s death 
a telegram was received by the family an- 
nouncing the death of his favorite nephew, 
William White, in Texas. Thomas White 
was a unique character in Springfield &em- 
ocratic politics. He was defeated a year ago 
for the nomination of mayor and was de- 
feated for the same honor three years ago. 
Last spring when he sought to succeed him- 
self in the city council he was uwefeated. 
Mr. White was a veteran of the civil war. 


EMANUEL EARNSHAW, Chicago, died 
Monday afternoon at his residence, 362 On- 
tario street. He was born in Meltham, Eng- 
land, in 1826, settling in Chicago in 1867. 
Following his trade as a mason, he later be- 
came an extensive contractor and builder. 
He was also active in developing the quarry- 
interests in Lemont, Ill. Mr. Earnshaw 
was a charter member of the Masons and 
Builders’ association of Chicago, and during 
several yearsits treasurer. He left a widow, 
a son, Charles E. Earnshaw, and a daughter, 
Mrs. B. F. Bushee. 

HENRY W. CANDEE, WMinsdale, died on 
Monday at the home of his son, F. J. Candee, 
aged 84. He was a pioneer in the state, com- 
ing from Connecticut in 1837. In 1845 he set- 
tled in Moline, where later he was one of the 
founders of the Moline Plow company and 
for many years its secretary. He removed to 
Hinsdale in 1886, 


THE REV. DR. LEMUEL MOSS, D. D., 
LL. D., one of the foremost Baptist edu- 
cators and divines, died at his residence in 
New York, after an illness of over a year. 
Dr. Moss had served as president of the old 
Chicago university and of the Indiana State 
university at Bloomington.

Forty-two Buildings Destroyed at Loss 


Supt. Ernest P. Bicknell of the bureau of 
charities, who is also chairman of the pure 
milk commission, yesterday declared that 
except for the helping hand extended by 
Tue TRIBUNE ice fund the milk commission 
would not be able to supply half as many 
babies with sterilized milk asit is now doing. 

‘The work of preparing milk for the chil- 
dren of the tenements carried on by the milk 
commission would have to stop,’’ he said, ** if 
it were not possible to get ice in lafge quan- 
tities. We are able to procure ice in large 
quantities through THE Trisyne ice fund. 
lf compelled to pay the market price for ice 
the commission would be obliged to expend 
ite funds for ice instead of milk.” 

This statement made by the chairman of 
the milk commission shows that the work of 
Tue TrRiIsuNe ice fund is not confined alone 
to extending succor to destitute families 
through the ice ticket system. 


How Milk Is Kept Sweet. 

From the hour that the pure milk, prepared 
for sick babies by the commission, reaches 
Chicago from the Wisconsin dairies until it 
is fed to the infant consumer it is kept fresh 
and sweet and cool by THE Trisuns fund 
ice, over two and a half tons of which is 
supplied the milk commission dally. 

The milk train supplying the depots of the 
milk commission arrives from Wisconsin 
every midnight, bringing to Chicago what 
dairymen call the “evening milk.” This 
train is met by the wagons of the milk com- 
mission. These wagons are supplied with 
Tue TRIBUNB fund ice. 

From the train the milk is hatled to the 
laboratory of the commission at Cass and 
Illinois streets. There it is immediately 
placed in ice boxes the temperature of which 
has already been lowered to the proper de- 

by THE TRIBUNE fund ice delivered 
during the afternoon. 

At 1 a. m. the work of wenaetia the milk 
is begun. From the hour that this work is 
completed until the milk is loaded on to the 
wagons of the commission the following 
morning the milk is kept on Tug TRIBUNB 
fund ice. 

Ice Provided at Every Step. 

Barly in the morning the wagons start out 
for the eight depots of the commission. At 
these depots the milk is placed in huge ice 
boxes provided for the purpose my THE TRIB- 
UNB Ice fund. These boxes are filled with ice 
from wagons which make the rounds before 
daylight. 

The pure milk is kept cool in these boxes 
until it is called for by the tenement patrons 
and by the.needy families where infants are 
ill. The milk is taken to the homes, where it 
is again placed on THE TRIBUNE fund ice, 
which has been obtained in exchange for THE 
TRIBUNE ice fund tickets. 

Thus at every step the pure milk, which ts 
daily saving hundreds of tenement babies 
from death, is kept sweet and cool by Tue 
TRIBUNE ice fund.

Every afternoon 1,400 pounds of ice Is de- 
livered at the milk commission's laboratory 
by THE TRIBUNE ice fund wagons.

GIRL KILLS BR ESCORT. 


TRAGEDY OCCURS IN A MARION, 
IND., RESTAURANT. 


Victim Was Leslie Bradford and Young 
Woman Who Shot Him Is Miss Alma 
Van Devener—Arrested, She Becomes 
Hysterical and Declares It Was an 
Accident, as She Didn’t Know Re- 
volver Was Loaded—Confesses Love 
for Dead Man. 


Marion, Ind., July 12.—[Special.]—While 
in the Bridge restaurant at luncheon Miss

years. Bradford fell from his chair dead. 
The woman fainted when she saw that she 
had killed Bradford. 

A panic was created in the restaurant 
among the several other guests. Miss Van 
Devener says she supposed the gun was 
empty and that she killed Bradfard accident- 
ally. She was arrested and placed in jail to 
await the coroner’s verdict. 

The coroner conducted an inquest this 

afternoon. Heis not ready to make a finding. 
Miss Van Devener was brought before the 
coroner to testify and between sobs and out- 
cries of grief she recited the story of the 
tragedy. She begged the coroner not to 
charge her with murder, pleading that it 
was all an accident. She begged that the 
officer give her a gun with which to kill her- 
self, declaring her love for Bradford and 
saying that she wished to be dead since she 
had killed him. 
She was returned to jail and is now under 
the care of a physician, having become com- 
pletely, prostrated. Miss Van Devener and 
Bradford had been friends for several 
months. Bradford was a musician. 

Bradford was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Sam- 
uel Bradford, members of one of the oldest 
families in central Indiana. The young man 
was an employé of the United States Glass 
company and was a musician of marked 
ability.

POLITICS SIRS. FRANCE: 


COMBES VICTORY FOLLOWED BY 
QUARREL WITH ROME. 


Commission of Inquiry Into Chartreuse 
Scandal Finds Against Premier, but 
Chamber Votes That He Is Above 
Suspicion—Order from Rome Direct- 
ing French Bishops to Resign Met by 
Contrary Command from Ministry 
—Many Sees Are Involved.

PARIS, July 12.—French politics supplied 
two sensations today ina triumph for 
Premier Combes in the Chartreuse scandal 
and a renewal of the war between the French 
ministry and the vatican. 

Premier Combes won a decided victory in 
the chamber of deputies tonight on the vote 
on the report of the special committee in- 
vestigating the charge made by the premier 
that a bribe of $500,000-had been offered him 
in behalf of the Chartreuse monks. 

The report declared that the charges of at- 
tempted bribery were not sustained and ex- 
pressed regret that Premier Combes had 
made such charges. 


Premier Above Suspicion. 


Eventually the chamber adopted by a 
large majority a resolution declaring that 
the premier and government were above sus- 
picion, and unanfmously adopted a clause 
of the resolutions denouncing the calumnia- 
tors. 

The effect of the votes is the rejection of 
the report of the investigating committee.

Scenes of disorder were frequent and the 
greatest excitement prevailed during the 
session. 

Church and State Quarrel. 


In church affairs semi-official information 
published in the Matin shows a serious quar- 
rel between the French government and the 
vatican regarding the authority over the 
French bishops. 

The Matin says Cardinal Vannutelli has 
asked Bishop Geay of Lavaland Bishop Nor- 
dez of Dijon to resign, and four archbishops 
and two bishops were directed to come to 
Rome—namely: Archbishops Fuzet of Rouen, 
Mignot of Albi, Suer of Avignon, and Oury 
of Algiers, and Bishops Lacroix of Taren- 
taise and Boquet of Mende. Ineach case the 
orders were not carried out, owing to the 
intervention of the minister of public wor- 
ship.

The Russian cruisers Bayan, Diana, Pal- 
lada, and Novik, with two gunboats and 
seyen destroyers, preceded by mine clearing 
steamers, made a sortie from Port Arthur 
Saturday morning and reached a point be- 
tween Senikaku and Lungwantan. They 
were attacked by Japanese torpedo boats and 
returned to Port Arthur, which they re- 
entered at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 


Jap Cruisers Joined in Fight. 

Amiral Togo’s amplified report of the Rus- 
sian sortie from Port Arthur on July 9 states 
that the Japanese torpedo boat destroyer 
which signaled the enemy’s presence was at- 
tacked. The Novik appeared to be crippled. 
The Bayan steamed ahead, engaging the 
Japanese destroyers, which retired, but four 
Japanese cruisers speedily arrived and as- 
sisted in the attack. They impeded the Rus- 
sian steamers that were dragging for mines. 
One Russian warship, keeping inshore 
under the batteries, crept nearly to Lung- 
wangtung, probably meaning to support a 
fort that was meeting a land attack. Ac- 
cording to unofficial accounts, the boom at 
the entrance of Port Arthur its formed of 
logs, with their ends outward. They are 
joined by three cables. The Russians are 
able to anchor in deep water behind the 


boom. 
CHEFOO REPORTS SORTIE.

Steamer St. Petersburg, with Hight 
. Guns and a Big Crew, Gverhauls the 
Menelaus and Crewe Hall and 
Searches Them for Contraband— 
After Manifests and Papers Have 
Been Gone Over the Two Vessels Are 
Allowed to Go. 


Perim, Straits of Bab-El-Mandeb, July 12.— 
British steamer Menelaus, from the Clyde for 
Shanghai, which arrived here toright, re- 
ports that it and the British steamer Crewe 
Hall, from the Clyde for Kurrachee, were 
stopped June 11 in the Red sea south of Jedda 
by the Russian volunteer fleet steamer St. 
Petersburg, which carried eight guns and a 
large crew. 

Both steamers were boarded and all their 
papers and manifests overhauled. The ves- 
sels were detained four hours, after which the 
St. Petersburg steamed off to the northward. 

Came Out from Black Sea on July 5. 

LONDON, July 12.—It ‘was annotnced 
from Constantinople July 5 that the Russian 
volunteer fleet of steamers at St. Petersburg 
and Sevastopol passed through the Bos- 
porus from the Black sea that morning, the 
last named vessel being painted white and 
flying the Red Cross flag. The ships took on 
a quantity of stores. 

A dispatch from Constantinople July 6 
said that the St. Petersburg was stopped by a 
blank shot fired as a warning by the Turkish 
forts. The incident threatened to cause 
friction, but, after a delay of several hours, 
and after explanations had been exchanged 
between the Russian embassy and the porte, 
the vessel was allowed to proceed, giving 
Vladivostok as its destination. The volun-

The St. Petersburg entered the Suez canal 
July 7 with a cargo of coal.

SICKNESS IN RUSSIAN ARMY. 


Official Statement Says Proportion on 
Hospital List After Rain Was 
Greatly Increased. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 12.—An official 
statement of the number of sick and wound- 
ed belonging to the Manchurian army shows 
a great increase in sickness after a few days’ 
rain, and also a large proportion of sick and 
wounded officers compared with men, 

‘The figures are according to the listed 
strength of the army. Before the rains, to 
June 26, the total was: Officers, 71 and men 
29 per thousand, of whom wounded officers 
numbered 10 and men 6 per thousand, suffer- 
ing from contagious diseases, 2 per thousand, 
of whom one-half were suffering from dysen- 
tery and one-tenth from typhus. There was 
one case of plague and not a single case of 
smallpox. 

After the rains, July 9, the figures were: 
Officers, #4 per thousand, men 46, of whom 
the wounded officers numbered 29 per thou- 
sand and the men 9 per thousand. Contagious 
cases had risen to 9 per thousand, affecting 
in equal proportions dysentery and typhus 
‘and introducing scurvy and smallpox, of 
which there were three cases, and bringing 
up the plague to seven cases. 

Twenty-two cases of horse and cattle 


plague were also reported.

VISIT TO KIEL 
HASTENS TREATY 
England and Germany to Set- 


tle All Legal Differences — 
by Arbitration. 


NOT POPULAR IN LONDON. 


British Press Sharply Criticises 
the Convention Just — 
Signed. 


LONDON, July 12.— The foreign office an- 
nounces that an agreement was signed today 
by Foreign Minister Lansdowne and the 
German ambassador providing for the set- 
tlement by arbitration of differences which 
may arise of a legal nature, or relating to 
the interpretation of existing treaties between 
Germany and Great Britian. The termsof . 
the agreemént are identical with thos® re- 
cently concluded with Italy, France, and 
Spain. 

The announcement of the treaty comes at 
a complete and not altogether pleasant sur 
prise to the English press and public. It wis 
against just such an agreement that the 
Spectator and other powerful organs urged 
the government prior to King Edward's visit 
to Emperor William at Kiel. By the papers 
which echoed that warning the news of the 
signing of the arbitration treaty is swallowed 
either with palpable dislike or with ill con- 
cealed disappointment. 


Praise from the Opposition. 

The only whole souled appreciation comes, 
curiously enough, from opposition papers, 
The Daily News, the government’s most bit- 
ter opponent, warmly’ congratulates Kitg 
Edward upon his latest achievement. The 
liberal Dally Chronicle and the Mornin 
Leader follow suit, ‘while such a st 
mouthpiece of the government as the Daily 
Telegraph devotes half of ite editorial on 
this. subject to expression of the bellef that 
the Anglo-German treaty cannot compare 
in importance with the convention concluded 
with France. | 

The Morning Post frankly deserts tis 
government, characterizing Lord 
downe’s latest diplomatic stroke as a “ policy 
of unsettled convictions and of promiscuous 
amiability.”’ 

The Daily Mail and other papers accentuate 
the fact that the agreement is limited in 
scope and deals with minor matters. 


Would Extend the Policy. 


The Daily Telegraph, undoubtedly voicing 
official opinion here, says, ‘‘ Bismarck’s prin- 
ciple of toujours en vedette will still remain 
a necessary motto at Wilhelmstrasse, but it 
must remain the vital idea under all cir- 
cumstances of our own admiralty. But every 
person of common sense must rejoice in the 
elimination of petty friction from the.diplo- 
matic intercourse of Great Britain and any 
other great powers. We should desire above 
all things a similar arrangement with our 
kindred—the United States—and there is 
nothing in the world to prevent an identi¢al 
agreement with Russia.” 

Germany Not Isolated. 

In support of its criticism, the Morning 
Post says that those Who welcomed the 
Anglo-French treaty as a master stroke Mid 
stress on the fact that it left Germany i#o- 
lated. Now anagreement with Germany and. 
the presence of a German squadron at Piy- 
Oe are proofs that Germany is not iso- 

ated. 

The Standard, while not taking the treaty 
as an outcome of King Edward's visit to Kiel, 
says it is an appropriate sequel to that meet- 
irg. With a few such sentences the Standard 
proceeds to dilate on the stability and advan- 
tages of the Anglo-French entente. 

The Times strangely makes no comment on 
the Anglo-German treaty.

AN EXPERIMENT IN CHICAGO MILK. 
‘It ‘would be unfair to expect ordinary 
scientists to be as precise as the head of 


the bacteriological department of the Unj- 
versity of Chicago, but there is a more than 


conventional: discrepancy. between the milk 


reports made by the Chicago health depart- 
ment and the milk reports just handed in to 
the Civic federation by Prof. Jordan. 
During the period of about two months 
covered by his reports Prof. Jordan found 
that about 31 per cent of the 291 samples 
examined by him were below the city stand- 
afd in respect of total solids. During the 


same period “the ‘findings of the municipal 


Jaboratory indicated a quality of milk just 
about four times as good. 
Were the city inspectors four times as 
fortunate in the samples which they hap- 
pened to collect? .Was-Prof, Jordan four 
times as rigid in the use of alkaline tablets, 
nutrient gelatines, and Quevenne lacto- 
meters?: Or does the habit still survive 
among the city inspectors.of taking a pleas- 
ant little morning drive in their municipal 
buggies along the boulevards and, of in- 
cidentally picking up a few samples of the 
syperior kind of milk ‘which is served to 
Whichever of these questions may touch 
the right spot, it remains true that a discrep- 
ancy exists which, out of regard for the 
health of Chicago, ought to be explained. Is 
our milk as rich as the city inspectors think 
or is it as thin as Prof. Jordan’s laboratory 
indicates? And -furthe® Should not the 
city, as soon as it caniafford todo so, provide 
for an inspection of milk not only with re- 
gard to its percentage of total solids, thereby 


‘establishing its nutritive value, but also with 


regard to its bacterial inhabitants, to pre- 
vent the spread of disease through milk? 

Those of Prof. Jordan’s samples which 
Were collected during the first part of June 
contained an average of 19,000,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter. The city of Boston 
has recently posted the rule that no cubic 
centimeter of milk must accommodate more 
than 500,000 bacteria. If this rule were in 
force in Chicago only 23 per cent of all the 
samples collected by Prof. Jordan during 
the whole two months of his experiment 
would have passed scrutiny. 

Milk may be as rich as any that the 
trained nurse of a millionaire baby would 
demand from that baby’s trained cow, and 
yet, because of the bacteria preseut in it, it 
may be unfit for consumption by the hardiest 
adult. 

Perhaps the Civic federation will be as 
helpful to the milk inspectors as the Citi- 
zens’ association was to the inspectors of 
the sanitary bureau. 


“GOLDEN RULE” JONES. 

It was not “ Hurrah for Jones!” It was 
not “ Down with the corporations!”: If it 
‘hail beefl, the experienced precinct captain 
eould have understood it. The thing that 
made the experienced precinct captain rub 
his forehead and think of consulting an 
alienist was that the cheering sounded more 
like a day with Savonarola in Florence than 
a day with the candidate for mayor in 
Molec. What’s the matter with the 
golden rule?” ‘“‘ What’s the matter with 
Drotherhood?” Was it a campaign or a re- 
vival? 

Some years before this time Mr. Jones 
had posted the following rule on the walls 
of his factory. “ Therefore whatsoever ye 
would that men should do unto you do ye 
even so unto them.”’ He had also reduced 
the number of hours of daily work in his 
factory to eight. He had done the sanie 
thing at his plant in the oil district. Simul: 
taneoysly he had increased wages. He took 
no credit for this policy. He said that his 
patents were such as to relieve him from 
competition. Of course he might have main- 
tained wages at the market rate and put the 
Burplus profit into his own pocket. -But as 
Some men bave a hobby of beetles, Mr, 
Jones had a hobby of the golden rule.’ He 
felt that if he were working for an employer 
who had a patent he weuld be pleased to 
have the benefit of the patent shared out 
wmong the men who made the thing which 
the patent covered. Therefore, being an 
employer with a patent, he started the shar- 
ing out process and carried it, not, indeed, to 
its logical conclusion of absolutely equal 
shares, but still to a length which made him 
a distinguished “mark” among the em- 
ployers of Toledo. 

‘When he became mayor his policy on pub- 
lie questions changed in one respect and re- 
mained unchanged in another. The respect 
in which it changed cost him the support 
of many church people. He failed to treat 
the saloons with as much rigor as the church 
people had anticipated. Drunkenness, he 
began to think, was an effect rather than a 
eause of social conditions. Indeed, this at- 
titude toward all human frailties came to 
be more and more characteristic of him, until

It 
was because of this general tendency of his 
that Mr. Jones failed to regard the suppres- 
sion of the saloon as the foremost duty of 
civilized man.

Nevertheless he was re- 
elected. 

He was reflected because, although his’ 
policy had changed toward the saloon, it had 
not changed toward public utility corpora- 
tions. He still believed that the golden rule | 
demanded municipal ownership. His mu- 
nicipal ownership propaganda, in combina- 
tion with his striking personality, kept him 
in the mayor's chair and made him, the once 
impecunious Welsh workingman, one of the 
greatest subjects for comment in the United 
States. 

“ We are all of us people, just people, you 
know.” This saying of his, if well medi- 
tated, comprises his life. 


. ARBITRATE. 

A general stoppage of work in the great 
packing houses of the west of more than a 
few days’ duration means an insufficient 
supply of meats and an advance in price 
which will put anima! food out.of the reach 
The effects of a tieup of the 
packing industry will be felt throughout the 
country, and not merely in the cities where 
the packing houses are situated and their 
employés live. Foreign as well as domestic | 
trade will be affected. 

The public good demands that the strike 
which began yesterday shall be settled speed- 
ily. The. way for its settlement is open. 
The packers, while declining to accede to 
the demands of the employés, especially the 
principal one, which is for a small increase 
in the wages of unskilled labor, say they are 
ready to submit the whole matter to arbitra- 
tion. The reply of President Donnelly, the 
head of the organized employés, was that 
the proposition came too late to avert the 
strike, which had been voted by the men. 
Nothing remained for the officers but to exe- 
cute their orders. : 

The next thing for the officers to do is 
to submit to the members of the different 
unions the proposition of the packers that 
the questions in dispute be referred to arbi- 
tration and urge them to accept it and re- 
turn to work pending a settlement. The 
officers cannot be ignorant of the fact that 
the conditions are not such as to make it 
advisable to persist in a demand for higher 
wages, and, least of all, for unskilled labor, 
There is a surplus of that kind of labor at 
this time, and under those circumstances the 
maintenance of old wage scales is the best 
that reasonably can be hoped for. 

The packers wish to pay less on account 
of unskilled labor than they did last year. 
The employés ask them to pay more. Here 
is a disagreement which may fairly be re- 
ferred to arbitrators to investigate the facts 
and determine what is right. The packers, 
who have had strikes in the past and know 
what they involve, are ready to arbitrate. 
The employés should be eager to arbitrate 
rather than to engage in a labor conflict at 
a time when the tendency is for wages— 
even those paid to skilled labor—to go down, 
and when the number of unemployed men is 
increasing. 


THE COUNCIL ACTS. 

‘The council has advanced from talk to 
action. It has taken the first step in a road 
which may lead far. It has ordered the 
Chicago Passenger railway to remove with- 
in ninety-days its tracks from Adams, Des- 
plaines, and certain other streets. When 
the company was granted the right to run 
cars on those streets it was on condition that 
if its privileges were not extended at the 
end of twenty years it would take up its. 
tracks. The time was up last April. The 
council now calls upon the company to live 
up to its bargain. ' 

The enforcement of the order will be an

The 
council has directed the mayor to invite 
proposals for the installation of a street

There need be no fear of a lack of pro- 
There are capitalists in this city 
and other cities who will jump at an oppor- 
tunity to engage in the traction business in 
Chicago. Even if the Supreme court of 
the United States shall decide that the rights 
ofthe Union Traction company are as exten- . 
sive as Judges Grosscup and Jenkins con- 
sider them to be there are enough streets ip 
the west division to which that corporation 
can lay no claim which will provide all the 
traffic facilities needed to make a great and 
prosperous traction company. 

The action of the council is a blow to the 
Union Traction, which is to be deprived of 
the .use of streets it needs. But it has 
courted the blow. It preferred war to peace. | 
That was an unfortunate preference, which 
it is beginning to regret, when it contem- 
plates the prospect of the energetic compe- 
tition in west side territor} of a new, well 
equipped traction company, giving the peo- 
ple decent service and being given the pref- 
erence by them on all occasions. — 

REFORM IN RUSSIA. 

The mishaps of Russia in the Crimean war 
led Nicholas I. to the conclusion that the 
emancipation of the serfs was necessary for 
the welfare of the empire. Alexander 
obeyed thé injunctions of his father when 
he gave freedom to the serfs. Perhaps the 
war with Japan, a war which bids fair to 
tax the resources of Russia to a greater ex- 
tent that wae expected at first, may have

It is sutprising that 
his ministers, who are as a rule averse to 
‘change, should be in favor of an order abol- 
ishing the old method of dealing with per- 
sons accused of political offenses. It has 
been claimed heretofore that the govern- 
ment would be insecure if it could not han- 
dle quickly, secretly, and in its own way 
all who were suspected of hostility to it. 

The system which has just been swept 
away was calculated to foster a spirit of op- 
position to government among Russians 
who are gradually becoming imbued with 
liberal ideas, and who cannot see why they 
should not have certain personal rights 
which are enjoyed by all the subjects of 
the states of western Durope. It may rea- 
sonably be assumed that the abandonment 
of the despotic and bureaucratic method of 
dealing with political offenses will strength- 
en the imperial government instead of weak- 
ening it. The order will doaway with what 
the educated Russians Jook on as an intol- 
erable evil, and will give them a lively hope 
that other reforms will follow in its wake. 
They will be much more ready to do and 
suffer everything for a country which is hu- 
manizing and liberalizing its institutions 
than for one which refuses to make any 
progress in that direction. 


THE ANT AND THE BOLL WEEVIL. 
King Solomon told the sluggard to go to 
the ant and consider its ways, but he did 
not have in mind the Guatemalan ant when 
he spoke or he would have addressed his in- 
junction to others besides sluggards. The 
department of agriculture in recent experi- 
ments in Texas has found that the boll wee- 
vil can be exterminated by the Guatemalan 
ant. A colony of these insects was imported 
this spring from the province of Alta Vera 
Paz in Guatemala and set down in Bexar 
county, Tex. Recent reports confirm the 
fondest hopes of the entomological depart- 
ment. Two fields of cotton, covering about 
600 acres, have been entirely cleared of the 
weevil by the imported ants. Secretary 
Wilson has directed expert entomologists to 
remain in Texas and study the ant, his 
habits, and traits, with a view to extensive 
propagation. 
It is about ten years agot at the Mexican 
boll weevil invaded Texag. Since then it 
has spread over the state at the rate of fifty 
miles a year, and is destined to invade the 
entire cotton belt unless some means of ex- 
termination can be found. The loss to the 
Texas cotton crop last year from the insect 
was $50,000,000, Should its devastations 
extend) throughout the south the annual de- 
struction of cotton would approximate $250,- 
000,000, or one-half the value of the crop. 
In the Guatemalan ant the government has 
found an implacable enemy of the boll 
weevil; There is apparently an “ irrepres-~ 
sible conflict ” between theirinterests. The 
ant feds on the “ nectaries ” or honey con- 
taining glands of the cotton plant. The 
weevil; in destroying the f supply of the 
ant, ineurs its hostility, se is declared. 
According to the reports “ the ant rushes at 
the sm seizes it by bg thro with its 


feelers, and, holding it with a firm grasp, 
crushes in the weevil’s skull with its saw 
toothed tusks.” Then the ant carries the 
dead body of its enemy toja burial ground. 
another evidence of honorable warfare. 

It is to be hoped that the imported ant 
will’ not in turn become a plague. So far 
they have exhibited no disagreeable traits. 
They do not destrey the cotton plant nor is 
their ai poisonous as is that of many 


tropical insects, but they do destroy the 
n réd ants, which jare a nuisance, 
The saving of millions of dollars each year 
by the introduction of a tiny insect from 
another part of the world opens an alluring 
vista of the possibilities of ‘the future in the 
destruction of other pests. The chinch bug, 
locust, Hessian fly, and apple and army 
worms) invite scientific attention.

Washington 
Singer rents the duke’s estates in Devonshire, 
and it seems that by the terms of the lease 
the tenant undertook to keep in due subjec- 
tion the squirrels which abound on the prop- 
erty. Washington Singer could ,not bring 
upon himself to destroy the pretty little 
creatures, and during his lease of the prop- 
erty they have Multiplied to such an extent 
as to inflict no end of damage to the trees. 
The duke protested, demanded in vain that 
the squirrels should be either killed off, or at 
least thinned out, and, finally, in despair, 
went to law, claiming heavy damages. 
These have beew granted by a jury of stolid 
west countrymen, who do not share Wash- 
ington Singer’s love for squirrels, and now he 
is ordered by the courts not,only to pay big 
compensation to the duke but likewise to 
kill off his bushy tailed friends, with the un- 
derstanding that unless he complies with the 
orders of the tribunal he will be overtaken 
by all the terrible pains and penalties pro- 
vided for that mysterious and most elastic 
offense known as contempt of court. 


Count Benckendorff, the Russian ambassa- 
dor at London, has managed during the 
comparatively short time that he has been in 
England to render himself so personally pop- 
ular that there is today no foreign diplomat 
accredited to the court of St. James who is 
held in higher regard in society, as well as 
with the peopleat large. This is of inestima- 
ble advantage to his country at the present 
juncture, and’ there is no doubt that the es- 
teem which he enjoys in England has gone 
far to diminish the public animosity there 
towards Ruasia, and to create a revulsion of 
popular sentiment in her favor. 

What has especially impressed the Eng- 
lish about Count Benckendorff is his lofty 
sense of honor and his desire to be square and 
above board In everything. Thus the other 
day a man of the name of Buckland, an engi- 
neer employed by one of the big shipbullding 
firms, wrote to the ambassador, promising 
to give all details of the sailings, etc., of 
colliers and of ships containing stores, etc., 
bound for Japan for the use of the Japanese 
government, on the understanding that he 
was paid $1,000 for every collier captured by 
the Russians. The man was in a position to 
make good his offer, and there are some 
Russian envoys who would have accepted it, 
since it involved no outlay, unless in the 
event of capture of a ship. 

Count Benckendorff, however, took a 
broader view of, the matter, and sent the let- 
ter off to Lord Desart, the public prosecutor, 
who instituted proceedings against the man 
that have resulted in a sentence of penal 
servitude for conspiracy to obtain money 
under false pretenses, the jury being evident- 
ly influenced by the circumstance that the 
man had offered to actasaspy. The ambas- 
sador has, perhaps, sacrificed the chance of 
his countrymen capturing a Japan bound 


collier or two, but has enormously increased 


popular good will towards himself and to his 
country in England, thereby rendering Rus- 
tia a greater service. 

Crimes committed by members of the 
diplomatic corps are fortunately rare, so that 
when they do happen they naturally create a 
sensation. Just at present all Vienna and 
sundry other European capitals are discuss- 
ing the shortcomings of the secretary of the 


‘ Swiss legation accredited to the court of-the 


emperor of sustria and king.of Hungary. 
A fugitive from justice and pursued by ex- 
tradition warrants issued by the Swiss gov- 
ernment, he is charged with embezzlement 
and forgeries to the extent of a quarter of a 
million marks, the victims being the Swiss 
government, Swiss citizens settled in Aus- 
tria, and Austrian banks and merchants, the 
young diplomat having made free use of the 
legation’s official seal and of his chief's sig- 
nature to secure considerable amounts of 
money.

Lord Harlech, whose death has just taken 
place, was near 90 years of age, and one of 
the largest land owners in Wales, although 
he seldom lived there, his tenants deposing 
before the parliamentary Welsh land com- 
mission some years ago that they did not 
even know their landlord by sight. Pater- 
nally he is descended from the same stock as 
the earl of Arran, whence his name of Gore, 
while the name of Ormsby came to him 
through his mother, only daughter and heir- 
ess of Owen Ormsby, whose own mother in 
turn was heiress of the Owens of Porkington, 
in Shropshire, descended from Hwfa Ap 
Cyndelw.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


“THE STORY OF THE ORGAN,” by C. 
F. A. Williams, is a curiously suggestive 


instance of a long drawn and often clumsy 


and slow enough process of evolution, yet 
on the whole exhibiting the wonderful pow- 
er and scope of human invention. The ad- 
vance from the original mechanically blown 
trumpet of Ctesiblus of Alexandria and the 
hydraulic organ of Vitruvius, to the glorious 
musical creation of the present day, indi- 
cates an amazing reach of inventive and 
constructive thought and one which is by 
no means of interest to professional musi- 
cians only. Here is a quaint description 
given in 1676 of the music in the Cathedral 
of York: 

“There is.a custom in the Cathedral of 
York (which I hear not of in any other ca- 
thedral which was) that always before the 
sermon the whole congregation sang a 
psalm, together with the choir and the or- 
gan, and you must know also that there was 
then. a most excellent large, plump, full 
speaking organ, which cost £1,000. This or- 
gan, I say, being let out into all its fullness 
of stops, together with the choir, began a 

But when that most conchording 
unity of the whole congregational chorus 
came (as I may say) thundering in even so 
as it made the very ground shake under us, 
O, the unutterable, ravishing soul's delight! 
in the which I was so transported and waft- 
ed up into high contemplation that there 
was no room left in my whole man, viz.— 
body and spirit—for anything below divine 
and heavenly raptures.’”” (Imported by 
Charlies Scribner’s Sons.) 


“AROUND THE CARIBBEAN AND 
ACROSS PANAMA” (H. M. Caldwell com- 
pany), ts a book in strikingly fanciful 
covers of red and gold and gray and well 
bedecked with symbolic figures from the 
tropics. It is by Francis C. Nicholas, an ex- 
ceptionally clever adventurer, who, in addi- 
tion to his scientific accomplishments as a 
mining expert, and his audacity and cheek, 
tact and strategy in dealing with all sorts 
of civilized, semi-civilized, and savage peo- 
ples who abound in the tropical regions, pos- 
sesses rare literary skill as a graphic story-. 
teller. One who wishes to get a vivid im- 
pression as to what sort of a country it is 
which the brand new republic of Panama is 
just row assuming to be responsible for, will 
find this a readable story. The author be- 
gins with the remark that of all the regions 
adjacent to the United States none are so 
attractive or present such varied conditions 
of development as the countries about the 
Caribbean sea. And he closes with the re- 
mark that “ As I write now, I wonder if it 
has fallen to the lot of many men to have 
contended with difficulties such as I have 
met, and to have been served through them 
all as I have been served.” 


“THE CALL OF THE TWENTIETH 
CENTURY ” is an elegantly printed address 
to young men, by David Starr Jordan, pres- 
ident of Leland Stanford Jr. university 
(American Unitarian association). It Is a 
sort of baccalaureate sermon, or perhaps 
parts from several of them put together. Of 
course it is full of strong, manly sense, ex- 
pressed in virile English. ‘‘ Men of training 
the century must demand. It is impossible 
to drop into greatness. ‘There is always 
room at the top,’ the Chicago merchant said 
to his son, ‘ but the elevator is not running.’ 
You must walk up the stairs on your own feet. 
It is as easy to do great things as small, if 
you only know how. The only way to learn 
to do great things is to do small things well, 
patiently, loyally.”” “‘ The new century has 
come upon us with.a rush of energy that no 
century has shown before. Let us stand 
aside for a moment that we may see what 
kind of a century it is to be, what is the work 
it has to do, and what manner of men it wil! 
demand to do.” 


“THE ROSE OF OLD ST. LOUIS,” 
which the Century company publishes, is 
the work of a St. Louis writer—Mrs. Mary 
Dillon. It is said to be a strong love story, 
full of action, yet faithful to the records 
of the times, and with all of its history ex- 
act. The author has been especially care- 
ful to report the conversation of her his- 
torical personages—Napoleon, Talleyrand, 
Marbois, Livingston, and others—verbatim 
from the most authentic records. One of 
the chapters describes the stormy scene be- 
tween Napoleon and his two brothers, Lu- 
cien d Joseph, when the first consul re- 
ceived his relatives while in the bathtub and 
announced his intention of selling Louisiana 
to the Americans with or without the con- 
sent of the chambers. In the book the hero 
of the story, concealed in a closet, where | 
he has had to take refuge while going over 
the palace, hears this interview and fears 
for his life lest he be discovered. }

Confirming the Parker Telegram. | 


Inside 


History of Historic Crisis at St. Louis, While Shee. 
han and Hill Awaited Verification of Message. 


X-LIEUT. GOV. W. F. SHEEHAN, 
personal representative of Judge 
Parker, was the man who sent the 
message to Esopus, N. Y., demand- 
ing confirmation of the historic gold 

plank telegram which plunged the St. 
Louis -convention into such throes of ex- 
ecitement on the afternoon and evening of 
Saturday, July 9. This point seems to be 
the only one in connection with the mo- 
mentous occurrence which has not yet been 
cleared up, and THE TRIBUNE Is able to take 
it out of the doubtful column by the follow- 
ing statement of a staff correspondent: 

“I happened to be in the tunnel like corri- 
dor that surrounded the inner shell of the 
convention hall,”’ writes the correspondent, 
“ and there was an eye witness of the events 
attendant on the receipt of Judge Parker's 
telegram. I saw William F. Sheehan write 
a dispatch demanding a verification of Judge 
Parker's extraordinary message, and I saw 
him receive a telegram from Bsopus telling 
of the difficulties experienced there in get- 
ting a prompt confirmation. All this oc- 
curred during the 2 o’clock session of the 
convention on Saturday afternoon before 
the rumor of the platform repudiation had 
spread among the delegates. 


“At half past 2 the hollow eyed, tired out 
delegates on the floor of the convention hall 
were listening to the speeches placing before 
them the names of candidates for the demo- 
cratic vice presidential nomination. In the 
corridor outside the entrance to the dele- 
gates’ section was a group of panic stricken 
men listening to a dispatch that might undo 
all their herculean labors in securing the 
peaceful nomination of the democratic presi- 
dential candidate. 

“Sheehan held the famous telegram in a 
hand that visibly trembled. Hewasclad ina 
well made suit of light blue flannel, and his 
pink summer shirt made the pallor of his 
face a most noticeable thing. Next him was 
David Bennett Hill, with his small, short 
sighted eyes screwed up into miniature inter- 
rogation points, and the palm leaf fan which 
he carried during the whole session moving 
to and fro with pumplike regularity. August 
Belmont in smart London flannels stood on 
Sheéhan’s right. The rest of the group was 
made up of the tall forms of Patrick H. Mc- 
Carren, the Brooklyn boss, and Senator Mar- 
tin of Virginia. 

“Mr. Sheehan read the telegram once and 
Hill shook his head uncomprehendingly. 
Sheehan read it again, and Mr. Hill took from 
him the bit of yellow paper, put on his 
glasses, and read it for himself. There were 
about six lines of clear typewritten stuff; and 
it was evident that the trouble had nothing 
to do with deciphering the lettering of the 
message. It was its import that puzzied. 

“Dan Campbell of the Michigan delega- 
tion, a politician who would ordinarily have 
received most respectful treatment, ap- 
proached the group and was impatiently 
waved aside. Then.the littl knot of New 
Yorkers turned and made for the telegraph 
office. To reach it they had to go half round 
the building. And they went over the board 
walk in the circular corridor as if they were 
walking against time—Sheehan, Belmont, 
and McCarrén in the lead, with Hill and 
Martin in the rear. 

“The telegraph office was shut off from 
the corridor only by a temporary wooden 
counter. At the west end of its eastern sec- 
tion, next the Associated Press booth, there 
was a narrow opening for the use of oper- 
ators and messenger boys, Here the quin- 
tet who were making more history than the 
thousand’ influential democrats upstairs 
came to a stop. They put their heads to- 
gether over the counter and read and reread 
the famous telegram. 


“McCarren “knitted his thin brows and 
pursed up his clerical lips as he pointed out 
with a sharp finger the puzzling phrases in 
the last sentence. What was the meaning of 
that request about ‘ declining the nomina- 
tion should my views on the gold standard 
prove unsatisfactory to the majority of the 
convention?’ Did it mean that Alton B. Par- 
ker was objecting to the laboriously wrought 
platform? 

“ «It means that he’s rejected it!’ exploded 
Sheehan with an excited oath, ‘and I’m 
d-——d glad thathehas. No decent man could 
do anything else.’ 

““*T don’t think so,’ said McCarren gently, 
and David B. Hill agreed with him. 

*“** Well, I'd be a fool to go before the coun- 
try with a thing like that,’ answered Sheehan, 
his blue eyes snapping with excitement. ‘ I'm 
going to wire for confirmation of it.’ 

* To this no one offered objection. Sheehan 
put the typewritten telegram on the rough 
pine counter, stepped inside the inclosure, 
and wrote a two page m to Esopus 
with a lead pencil, He showed his literary 
effort to his companions, who nodded ac- 
quiescence. Then Blue Eyed Billy placed 
the document on the desk-before a telegraph 
operator and did not let go until it had been 
put on the wire. He called a higher offi- 
cial of the colmpany and impressed upon him 
the vital need for promptness and deathlike 
secrecy. He did not tell him that th fate 
of a great party hung fm the balance, but he 
made his point so clear that he was given a 
wire for his exclusive use. 

** Meanwhile D. B. Hill, without a word of 
explanation, had hurried back around the 
circular track to his seat with the New York 
delegation. He was going to set the machin- 
ery for an adjournment in motion. 


“* Hill is beside himself.’ was Sheehan's 
almost contemptuous comment. ‘ He doesn’t 
know what to do or what to think. He wants 
to read the telegram to the convention one 
minute, and the next he thinks we'd better 
wait till the vice president has been nomi- 
nated and the whole thing finished.’

McCarren, ‘and Sheehan took the much 
handled dispatch from his breast pocket.’

#owner of Highball, wanted to have him put 
icut of his agony at once in the name of hu- 
‘manity, incidentally waiving the insurance 
Money, but May was obdurate. When Bob 
Pinkerton asked him to kill the horse he 
said: .“ The whole Pinkerton forece-cannot 
‘influence me. The colt is insvfréd for $25,000 
end this means a whole lot tome. He will 
#tay where he is until the insurance company 
‘sends a man here.’’ 
May Is Severely Criticised. 
Many trainers severely criticised May for 
}Pending Highball to the post at all, for in the 
‘paddock before the race the colt clearly 
favored his leg and went to the barrier so 
\sore that experts predicted he would break 
‘down in the race, 
_. The Seagate is a 3 year old stake and High- 
ball, taking up 126 pounds, gave sixteen to 
Valentine and Knight Errant. The Derby 
‘winner was favorite at 1 to 2.. Martin went 
to the front with Knight Errant and set a 
smashing pace. Highball followed him and 
as he reached the lower turn the colt at- 
tempted to run out, Odom tapping him over 
the head with his whip to keep him in. 
Going up the backstretch Highball tried to 
‘Yun out all the way. Odom attempted to 
collar Knight Errant at the beginning of the 
far turn, but after a short spurt Highball 
began to. stop so quickly it was seen he was 
in serious trouble. Knight Errant and 8t. 
Valentine then left him and the former won 
‘the race easily by two lengthsin 1:52%. 


Crowd Watches Cruel Sight. 

No sooner had Highball reached the head 
of the stretch than he was ready to drop in 
his tracks. Odom, redlizing something seri- 

'ous had happened, pulled him up short op- 
\posite the fleld stand, and jumped to the 
ground. .He found Highballs left foreleg 


- dangling, the small bones of the ankle pro- 


truding through the fiesh. 

Owner Sheftel and ‘Trainer May hurried to 
the scene. _Highball hobbling in agony 
through an opening in the rail to the infield. 
He was surrounded -by a crowd, including 
several policemen,. while a wrangle ensued 
as to the advisability of shooting the great 3 
year old, there and then. While the colt 
stood on three legs, several stable boys pulled 
bunches of grass, which he ate eagerly. 
Others patted his glossy flanks, and a man 
threw a linen covering over his back. 

The fifth race had been run when an at- 
tempt was made to get Highball out of the 
public’s gaze. He hobbled out on the track 
and, although pulled and pushed, made siow 
progress, the crowd denouncing the cruelty 
in unmeasured terms. Finally Highball land- 
ed up beyond the free field, where he re- 
mained suffering untila bit of cold lead ended 
his career. 

Career of Great Colt. 

Highball was bred by Maj. T. J. Carson 
find purchased as a yearling by May, who 
brought him east last year. As a2 year old 
he was regarded as the best colt in training 
in this section, winning the Flatbush stakes 
and other netable races. He was regarded 
as a disappointment this year until he won 
the Derby. On Saturday he ran third in the 
Brighton handicap. 

Owner Sheftel is completely broken up over 

the accident. He was greatly attached to 
the horse and said he would have parted will- 
ingly with $50,000 rather than have lost him 
insucha manner. He was ready to pay any 
amount if the horse could be saved, but sev- 
eral “vets” declared this was entirely out 
of the question. 
’ Cricket, a 9 to 5 favorite, won his fourth 
consecutive race when. he took the handicap 
at a mile and an eighth from Gold Money by. 
half a length in 1:544%. He led all the way,” 
while Gold Money ran into several pockets, 
fummaries:

HUGH KEOUGH TRAMPLED BY 
| HORSE AT HARLEM. 


— 


‘Wrack Oficial Is Thrown from Bussey 


While Watching Third Race from a 
Position Near the Quarter Pole and 
Suffers Broken Jaw and Other Inju- 
ries—English Lad to Make First 
Local Appearance Since American 
Derby Today—Brage in Great Finish 


Patrol Judge Hugh Keough was trampled 
on by a horse during the third race at Harlem 
yesterday, received a fracture of the jaw, 
a badly cut chin, a loss of several teeth, and 
numerous other external fnjuries. 

The accident occurred while Keough was 3° 
his post, near the quarter pole, watching the 
field rounding. thefarturn. When the horses 
passed the buggy in which he was standing 
they ‘startled his horse, and Keough was 
thrown forward directly under the animal's 
hoofs. His legs became entangled In the 
reins, and befng unable to extricate himself 
he was painfully hurt. Mr. and Mrs, Hart 
Dernham were the first to reach the scene of 
the accident, and Mr. Dernham quickly cut 
the reins and dragged Keough from under 
the horse. Dr. Harvey was summoned, and 


_after careful examination informed the race- 


track Officials that Keough’s injuries, while 
serious, would not prove fatal. Mr. Keough 
was later removed to his home. 

English Lad, favorite for the last American 
Derby, will make his first appearance on a 
local track since the running of the biue 
ribbon event today. Cook’s colt will start in 
the fourth race, distance 1 1-16 miles, against 
McGee, Witfull, Soufriere, and Huzzah, and 
will be the weight carrier of the bunch. 
The scale of weights for July calls for 122 
pounds on 4 year olds, 124 on 5 year olds and 
upward, and 109 on 8 year olds, with the usual 
allowance for mares and fillies. 

Yesterday’s feature, a handicap at 11-16 
miles, was won by Bragg, and furnished 
the best finish of the present meeting. Hel- 
gesen had the mount on the winner, and out- 
rode Lawrence on Action. The latter was in 
the lead to the final strides, but was outfin-* 
ished. Bondage, the favorite, was third. 

Tokalon made Flying Ship look cheap in 
the six furlong dash. She went to the front 
at barrier rise, opened a big gap, and won 
eased up. Handzgarra showed some of the 
speed that is in her when she easily outfooted 
a fair field of youngsters in the five furlongs 
sprint. Lord Dixon, Outcome, and D. L. 
Moore won the other events.

Harvard Suggests Breach in Rowing Re- 
lations Unless Opponents Discard 
Professional Coaching of Crews. 


Cambridge, Mass., July 12.—The recommenda- 
tion that Yale should be asked to return to 
amateur coaching for the Harvard-Yale rowing 
races, and, in case of a refusal, that Harvard 
is con- 
tained in the leading editorial of the Harvard 
Bulletin, the organ of the Harvard graduates, 

The editorial points out that while Mr. Colson 
is not a professional coach, his employment by 
Harvard was a move toward the employment of a 
professional, a step which did not have the ap- 
proval of a majority of the graduates and should 
never have been sanctioned by the athletic com- 
mittee. The article continues: . 

‘* There is one way for Harvard to retain her 
graduate coaching and at the same time win 
her share of the boat races—that Yale shall go 
back to amateur coaching. This is the time for 
Harvard to say to Yale: ‘ We will continue to 
row with you if you will have amateur coaching 
for your university crew; if you are to have a 
professional coach you must look elsewhere for an 
opponent.’ *’

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE WORLD. 
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WILL CHANGE AUTO SCHEDULE. 


Underwriters’ Association 


Subject at Quarterly Meeting 


Today. 


Chicago Underwriters’ association wMl 
old its quarterly meeting today. The main 
subject to be presented is the new automobile 
Schedule, which is expected to relieve the 
Strain now on members of observing existing 
rules and rates which throw this business to 
outsiders. The schedule covers a machine in 
the city Mmits for one rate, another for the 
county, another for the state, and: so on. 
‘The rate on a machine anywhere-in the 
United States is the same being charged by 
the Boston. The machines are classified ac- 
cording to motive power and rates are made 
according to the hazard. 

The executive committee will not be able 
to report on the new schedules whereby the 
flat advance will be merged into the sched- 
ule rate. The classifications are not yet 
prepared. 

The committee appointed to consider reduce 
tion in preferred rates and the elimination 
of salaried solicitors will likely report, but 


there is no likelihood of an 
hain f any change in this 


Western departments generally report a 
falling off in business during the last few 
weeks, due largely to the fact that stocks 
are being decreased and the general unset- 
tled conditions that accompany a presiden- 
tial year. The normal loss ratio is helping 
the western record to a great extent. The 
application of the schedules thus eliminating 
the flat advance has had a tendency to 
reduce the income. Local agents in Chicago 
report business dull with a considerable 
shrinkage in premiums. The surplus line 
companies notice a decided decrease in pre- 
miums.

MARKET OPENED STRONG. SUT 
CLOSED WEAK IN TONE. 


General Tendency at Beginning of Day 
Was Upward — Good Crop Report 
Fails to Sustain the Strength — De- 
pression Taken as Work of Profeas- 
lonals Seeking to Buy In Low After 
Monday’s Profit Taking — Much 
Guessing Over United States Steel. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, July 12.—[Special.}—The 
stock market opened strong today, but later 
the prices eased off in the face of an encour- 
aging crop report. This was taken clearly 
to indicate that the speculative party which 
took profits on so large a scale yesterday 
were still eager to realize on their holdings 
on all advantageous opportunities. The 
room traders later became suspicious that 
the selling was designed to depress prices in 
order that stocks sold at a profit yesterday 
might be rebought at a lower level. This sus- 
picion was the principal influence in the late 
rise, which embraced the market quite gen- 
erally. The conclusion drawn from the re- 
sumption of the rise is that the testing of the 
market by last week’s professional opera- 
tions proved its absorptive power and en- 
couraged new commitments for a further 


Confidence in the success of the country's 

harvests was probably an important in- 
fluence in the better tone of speculative sen- 
timent, although it was not immediately 
manifest. It was feared that the good condi- 
tion of the monthly report might have de- 
teriorated since the date of the condition 
there indicated, and the weekly bulletin of 
the weather bureau was awaited. Its publi- 
cation at noon aroused some apprehension 
in the grain markets, owing to the damage 
to winter wheat reported. Some alarming 
private advices regarding crop damage also 
had an effect in the wheat market, but were 
ignored in the stock market. 

The strike of market workers strengthened 

the provision market and cannot be said to 
have aided the rise in stocks. Some poor re- 
turns of railroad gross earnings for the first 
week in July also made their appearance. 
The special strength of Reading was accom- 
panied by rumors of an early exchange of 
the second preferred stock into half first 
preferred and half common stocks, according 
to the privileges provided. Conjectures as 
to the earnings of United States Steel for the 
current quarter were more favorable than 
has been the case recently. |
